BEIRUT, Lebanon — Hostage 
negotiator Terry Waite was 
reported Wednesday to be safe after 
. . .d^aolconcem about his safety. 

And a previously unknown group 
claimed responsibility for kidnapp- 
ing American professors- in Beirut 
lastweek. 

The Church of England said in a 
statement In London that Archlshop 
of Canterbury Robert Runcle receiv- 
ed assurances Waite, his personal 
.envoy, was safe and continuing his 
mission to free foreign captives in 
Lebanon. 

, "TheM;assuranccs.have.been.con-_ 
veyed to the Church of England from 
leaders of the Druse community who 
are Mr. Waite's hosts during his 
mission to Lebanon. These leade'rs 
held conversations today with 
leaders 'of the . Shiite community," 
the church statement said. 

Waite was last seen in public Jan. 


20. Since then he reportedly has been 
negotiating with Shiite Moslem ex- 
tremists who have held two 
Americans hostage since 1965. 

On Monday, the official Kuwaiti 
news agency said W^ile was placed 
under house arrest by the captors. 
On Tuesday, Runcle said he was 
"greatly concerned" about Waite, 
and British diplomats entered west 
Beirut seeking Information on the 
envoy’sfate. 

Waite had arrived in Beirut Jah. 12 
on his fifth mission since 1985 to help 
free foreign hostages in Lebanon. He 
repeatedly has said he recognized he 
might be taken hostage himself. ' 

— Alao~Wednesday,-a -group calling 
Itself Islamic Jihad, for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine claimed responsibil- 
ity for the ^abduction of four pro-, 
fessors from Beirut University Col-' 
lege In west Beirut on Saturday. The 
hostages were seized by gunmen pos- 
ing as Lebanese riot police. 

The nrofessors were "conspirators 


under Ihe pretext of education," the 

S said in a handwritten Arabic- 
age statement delivered to the 
wesl Burut office of a Western news 
agency. 

The statement was accompanied 
by a black-and-white picture of one 
of the hostages, American professor 
Robert Polhiil, 53, of New York City, 
a lecturer in sccounUng. 

The group had not been heard from 
before, but the language used in the 
statement' suggested that its 
authors./ are pro-Iranian Shiite 
Moslem zealots loyal to Iran. 

It could not be determined If It 
was related to Islamic Jihad, or 
-Islamic Holy War, the pro-Iranlan 
Shiite Moselm extremist faction 
that holds American and French 1 
hostages kidnapped In west Beirut in 
1985. . 

The statement did not name con- 
ditions for the release of the 
hostages.

MANILA. Philippines - About 200 
rebel troops agreed Thursday to end 
their two-day occupation of a broad- 
cast complex after pro-government 
soldiers called off an assaull^ald 
Defense Minister Rafael Heio. 

"I'm glad to announce we have 
ended another episode in the history 
of disturbances that^ave plagued us 
these roany-months," said lieto at a 
news conference.also attended by air 
force Col. Oscar Canlas, leader of the 
mutineers. 

The announcement . wffs made 
'following a two-hour meeting at 
Camp Aguinaldo, the armed forces- 
headquarters, between Canlas and 
lop pn^government military' of' 
ficlols Including Ilelo and mllUary 
chlelof staff Gen. Fidel V. Ramos. 


Canlas refused to call the lifting of 
the siege 0 surrender, saving "we 
never left the armed forces.'^’ 

He was accompanied . to ' the 
meeting at Camp Aguinaldo by 13 
fellow mutineers, all armed with M- 
16a. He was wearing blue -jeans, a 
blue T-shirt and brown civilian 
Jacket. 

There was no Indication that the 
mutineers had begun leaving the 
studios of Channel 7 television and 
.radio StaUon DZBB, which they had- 
occupied since early Tuesday. 

But private radio station DZRH' 
reported that buses had been sent to 
pick up the mutineers.’ It said rebel 
soldiers and pro-Marcos civilians 
were still in the building.

President Reagan has, so far, publicly resisted this 
approach. We think it is a wise decision. 

While it is frustrating, even infuriating, to see U.S. 
citizens being pulled out of their work places and off 
the streets of Beirut and held hostage for the release 
of Islamic' terrorists, military action would get us 
nowhere. 

First, there is the question of who, actually, is 
responsible for the kidnappings. If we are to 
retaliate, who would it be against?

Even if we discovered, without any doubt; who was 
responsible, what would we do? 

Would military action gain the release of the 
hostages? Or would it result in their immediate ex- 
ecution?

The government has already advised U.S. citizens 
to leaye Beirut and other war zones in the M iddle 
East. Anyone ignoring that advice is, we believe, on 
their own.

There are no easy 
answers to difficult questions such as this. 

Unless we are willing to risk war hi that volatile 
region, it seems restraint and wisdom are called for 
now. Some means must be found to reach a negoti- 
ated agreement that allows the Israelis to live with 
the Arabs in peace and dignity and to end the long, 
bloody and futile war between Iran and Iraq. 

This will not be possible as long as we leave 
ourselves vulneraole to kidnappings and continue to 
use the threat of military force as a solution.

■ “If you do It, do it right." — a line from 
Peggy Slmson Curry's poem, "'Jack Patton" 

— might have been her guiding principle. 

She lived by it, wrote by it. And now she is 
deadrWyomlng’s Poet Laureate Is deadrAnd “ 
many in our stale and In the Rocky Moun- 
tain region mourn her passing. 

Peg wasn't a maudlin person, and she 
wouldn’t want me to be maudlin on her ac- 
count. It would have embarrassed her. She 
. preferred direct honesty with a dash of salt. 

In this tribute, I’il try to hew to (hat mark. 

When I first came to Wyoming from New 
York City 15 ycarsTgo to teach In the 
schools and colleges aspoct-ln-rcsldcncc, It 
was Peggy who traveled with me and in- 
. troduced me to the state and Us people. 

During the first three years of my participa- 
tion In the Poetry in the Schools Program, 
we worked together often, teaching In the 
same schools, sharing the driving, excitedly 
discussing the children's writing over din- 
ner. 

Frequently, we drove her golden-tan 
Wagoneer rather than my old car. It was 
better suited for the snow we would un- 
doubttdly encounter in our lOO- or 200- 
hundred mile journeys. She liked to begin the 
drive early and would let me behind the — ■ - 

wheel later In the morning, after a stop for-X 
coffee or to fill the gas tank. We talkedrABd

she would point out details on the landscape, 
or name birds In ourline of sight, or remark 
about the light In a particular place. 

Wc usually stopped along the road to 
linger a moment observing coyote or red (ox 
or eagle or perhaps a herd of antelope bun- 
ched up along a fence. Through her, I learned 
to love this land. Her love of the landscape 
was so Infectious that even In winter 
austerity, it revealed Its subtle beauty. 

Peg was GO years old then. I never thought 
about it; she seemed ageless. As If some 
spirlt'of the land had invaded her and given 
her a countenance that reflects the high 
plains. The checks of her face retained the 
delicate blood webbing of frostbite — an 
episode from her childhood when she and her 
father were caught In a blizzard and only her 
father's heroic strength and determination 
saved them both. Sometimes she wore the 
blood-vessel trails proudly; when she dress- 
ed to go out, she covered (hem with face 
powder. She was of this land, marked by it. 


She gave It back to us in her poetry. 

In those early years, over her favorite 
evening drink, a Manhattan. Peg told me of 
how she had suffered from aTcor-ofcnclosed 
“spaces, but had beaten If. When she had 
been a young woman she decided that she 
wouldn’t allow claustrophobia lo control her 
life, so she went to a local hotel and stepped 
Into the elevator and rode It up and down, up 
and down, until that (car bent to her 
courage, 'That is how I remember her. She 
faced her fears — often, she faced them 
down. 

We were seldom In a town anywhere In 
Wyoming, that someone on the street, or In 
a restaurant, didn't stop to say hello to Peg. 
Or to Invite us to dinner on her account. She 
was known that well, that widely. And 
respected. Ranchers, businessmen, teach- - 
ers, writers, oilmen - they all knew Peggy 
Curry. There was no doubt that they treated 
her like an equal. 

Peg had difficulty relating to the ERA 
movement, not because she didn't think 
women ought to be Independent and have 
equal rights, but because she had always 
earned her rights through life — hay raking 
next to men, and do it as well, if not better, 

"If you do It, do it right." I can't Imagine 
anyone treating her as less than equal. They 
would have heard about it, Immediately, 


from that crackling, salty voice which rock- 
ed audiences whenshe read her poetry,

Kuwaiti and other Arab con- 
rence sources said the two leaders 
t privately early Wednesday 


after running Into each other outside 
the conference ball Tuesday night 
The sources qtoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Mubarak and Assad embraced, 
then walked Into the summit session 
bolding hands Jn Arab fashion. 

Arab diplomats who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity said the two 
leaders were brou^t together after 
midnight bv-King Pabd of Saudi 
Arabia and the Emir of Kuwait, 
Sheik -Jaber al-Sabah, two leading 
moderaUS who are seeking to unite 
thefragmcnted Arab world, 

The diplomats said Mubarak and 
Assad met for 20 minutes, but did 
notelaborate. 

During a. summit session. Assad 
reminded the delegates of QIC deci- 
sions "which caB for punishing 
whoever contacts or makes peace 
with Israel.’’ 

"An Arab cannot be with the 


Arabs and . with Israel the same 
time," Assad said. 

However, Is speech was surprising- 
ly mild, lacking the rousing rhetoric 
be normally uses against EgypL . 

. Yasser Arafat, chairman; of the 
Palestine Liberation Orginluilos, 
told : the delegates- Wednesday; "{ 
welcome Hosnl Mubarak . wbo 
returns with Egypt to take Its natu- 
ral place In our midst; at this con- 
ference, Egypt with llit appreciable 
weigh! of civilization and culture, 
Egypt that supports us." 

—Moderates led by-Saudl-Arabia and - 
Kuwait apparently are determined 
to patch up the difference between 
Egypt and Syria, two of the Arab 
world's major powers, but Arab 
sources cautioned against expecting 
any breakthrough. 

Assad also met with with 
Lebanon's president, Amin Gemayel. 
It was their first meeting in a year.

defense department said Wednesday. 

■ Spokesman Capt. Olavb Srmt’Anna said by tele- 
phone that high water and rala-provoked earthslldes 
had caused buildings to collapse throughout greater 
Sao Paulo, which has a population of 15.3 roUlion. 

‘Hie victims drowned or died trapp^ under the 
rabble, he sald.Aboul 300 people were treat^ for 
_f1o6d-relaled injuries but th ere was no reported Oul- 
breakoflnfecirousaisease, Sant’ Anna said. 

The weather bureau said about 10 Inches of rain 
fell in the past week, more than this city usually 
gels In the entire month of January. 

The downpour washed out roads and bridges and 
knocked out electricity In outlying areas, Sant’Anna 
said. 


The TIete River, which runs through the hearTof “ 
the city.'dverflowed Us banks and forced motorists 
on a riverside expressway to abandon their vehicles. 

Many bouses along the river collapsed when their ; 
foundations were undermined by the flood, waters, 
Sant’Anna said. The homeless 'were, temporarily , 
sheltered In schools, soccer stadiums- and gov- 
ernment buildings. !

.Tuesday that the Challls plan wurbe allowed to 
proceed. The release means that a final plan 
may be sent to the public (or comment by early 
June. ' 

. The management plans for eight of Id^o’s 10 
national forests were pul on bold last May pen- 
ding completion . of tee statewide economic 
study .-it- is expected to bo released on Feb. 9, 
almost 2 months later than originally planned. 

Stallings asked Dunlop to a November letter 
to free the Challls and Sawtooth plans from the 
moratorium. 

' “He said' they'd get right on releasing tee 
Challls report and 'said that tee Sawtooth plan 
would'.be Imminent, " Stalltogs said. "By that 
faesaldbenieantemonte." ' 

The Chains draft plan recommended an an- 
nual timber harvest of about 3 million board

Dow close posts 15th record 


WASHINGTON (AP) ^ • The 
Resgan administration, which' 
has threatened to impose steep 
duties on selected European food 
and beverage imports by week's 
end, is also considering 
retaliatory action to' protest 
European commercial . aircraft 
subsidies, administration sources 
said Wednesday. 

Officials, who spoke only on the 
condition of anonymity, said the 
target Is Airbus Industries , th e 
European aircraft consortium. 

With direct subsidies from 
European governments. Airbus is 
able to undercut U.S. aircraft 
; manufacturers by offering air- 
craft at prices 25 percent below 
comparable American jetliners, 
the officials contended. I 

Bruce Smart, assistant Com- 
merce secretary for international 
trade; and Deputy U.S. Trade 
Representative Michael Smith 
planned to meet later this week 
with European negotiators in an 
attempt to resolve the dispute. 

However, U.S. officials said 
Jhey were not optimistic that ac- 
cord could be reached. 

And If none Is forthcoming 
quickly, there could be U.S. ac- 
tion within a week, said one trade 
official who insisted on anonyml-_ 
ty.- — 

The Cabinet-level Economic 
Policy Committee has already 
agreed in principle to recommend 
retaliatory steps should the 
dispute not 1^ rdsolved, ^ the 
sources said. 

They said that no specific 
retaliation had been decided but 
that an array of options was 
awaiting action by; the Cabinet, 
Including new tariffs on foreign- 
_madc airport compo nents. 

• According to a report by the of- 
flee " of Trade Representative 
Clayton Veuttcr, the U.S. air- 
craft Industry estimates that the 
European aircraft subsidies have 


- cost it as much as $3 billion In 
potential trade.

NEW YORK (AP) Stock prices surged in a 
late buying spree. Wednesday and pt^ed the 
Dow Jones Industrial average to Its isth record- 
high close of 1987, capping a see-saw session 
caused partly by computerized trading. 

Wall Street’s most widely followed indicator 


swung in a narrow range through most of the day 
but snapped out of that pattern In the last half 
hour and rose 12.94 polnm to a record 2.163.39. 


The Dow Jones industrial average has rlMn 
267.44 points since the year began, an increase of 
14.1 percent. 

Broader market barometers - also shattered 
records, supporting a widespread view on Wall 
Street that the new year rally remains strong. 
Analysts also credited the market’s gains to 
hlgh^ corporate profits and the beneficial Im- 
pact of the lower dollar on overseas sales by U.S. 
multinational companies. 

Advancing Issues on the New York Slock Ex- 
'change gained a 3-to-2 edge over losers, with 91S 
up, 643 down and 421 unchanged. 

Brokers said the. market see-sawed through 
much of the day because of program trading, a 


form of arbitrage that utilizes computers to 
automatically buy and sell massive amounts' of 
stock Instantaneously, thereby profiting from 
disparities between' the stock price and cor- 
responding stock futures price. 

Some analysts expressed caution about the 
possibilities of a .stunning cohrctlon like the one 
that shook Wall Street last Friday. They said the 
lack of strong economic news, coupled with the 
long-term harm that a plunging dollar could 
cause, may hurt the stock market. 

Others rejected that view ana said only a ma- 
jor piece of bad news, such as a big jump In In- 
terest rates, could stop the rally. 

Among the most heavily traded Issues, Philip 
Morris rose 2% to 871'4 and Bethlehem Steel ad- 
vanced to 7^ because of higher earnings 
reported by those companies.' 

The stocks of multinational drug and paper 
companies climbed, benefiting from the belief 
that those companies will do well overseas 
because of the cheaper dollar. Merck rose 2% to 
139^<; Eli Lilly rose 1'.^ to 29^; Federal Paper 


Board rose 2^ to 39=ki; and Northern Nekoosa 
rose 1% to 86^4. 

Kimberley Clark Jumped 10^ to 108^. The 
company on 'Tuesday announced a stock buyback, 
declared a 2-t stock split, raised Its dividend apd 
reported higher earnings. 

Monsanto dropped l‘A to 77Vi, apparently 
because of rising concern over the company's 
Nutrasweet artificial sweetener, which has suf- 
fered declining sales. 

Nationwide turnover in NYSE-llsted Issues, In- 
cluding trades In those stocks on regional ex- 
changes and In the over-the-counter market, 
totaled 232.56 million shares. 

The NYSE composite Index rose 0.87 to 156.72, 
breaking the previous record of 155.97 set Jan. 22. 
The American Stock Exchange’s market value 
Index hit a new record at 299.49, up 1.66 from the 
previous high set Tuesday. 

Standard & Poor’s Index of 400 Industrials ad- 
vanced 1.88 to 309.33, and S&P’s 500-stock com- 
posite Index rose 1.65 to a new record of 275.40.

Dollar’s fall h^ng slight effect so far 


NEW YORK (AP) — Companies from General 
Electric Co. to Ford Motor Co. agreed with the 
Reagan administration Wednesday that the 
dollar's fall has hod disappointingly little effect 
on the nation's huge trade deficit. 

The lag between the dollar’s decline and Im-- 
provement In the trade gap "has proven to be 
much longer than originally anticipated," the 
^Reagan administratjpn sald'ln a supplement to 
Tts proposed federal budget. 

"It's obviously true," said John Deaver, chief 
economist for Ford In Dearborn. Mich. "The In- 
creased (sales) volume we had last year was 
from the strength of the market, and . not 
because we were taking any sales away from' the 
foreign retailers.” 

"World competition Is affected by a lot more 
than just the dollar," said Jack Batty, a 
spokesman at the Fairfield, Conn., headquarters 
of GE, which Is one of the nation’s lop exporters. 
“We have not seen across-the-board improve- 
_meiits,ll : 

The cheaper dollar is supposed to shrink the 
trade deficit and bring back Jobs to the United 
States by making American goods more com- 
petitive at home and In foreign markets. But 
even though the dollar has dropped sharply 
against foreign currencies since peaking in Feb- 


rua^^. the trade deficit soared last'year to a 
record of more than Sl70 billion. 

The cheaper dollar's benefits should begin to 
become apparent this year, the Reagan ad- 
ministration says. That Is “the main factor argu- 
'iogfor a pickup in real GNP (gross national pro- 
dm)''growlh in 1987-88," 'the budget document 


The docuT^t said prices for Imports, ex- 
cluding oil', rose 10.2 percent between September 
1965 and September 1986, while prices for U.S. 
exports fell 1.5 percent. That should eventually 
slow growth In Imports and Increase.exporls, the ' 
administration said. 

So far, the biggest winners from the cheap 
dollar have been American producers of chemi- 
cals, paper, aluminum and other commodities 
that are highly sensitive to price changes, 'said 
Jerry Jaslnowskl, chief economist of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers in 
Washington. 

Western Europe, Jaslnowskl said. "Gains have 
been slower with Japan because oi trade bar- 
rlers,"hesald. 

Farmers have not benefited as much as ex- 
pected from ‘the cheaper dollar because a 
worldwide glut of agricultural commodities and 


countries' protection of their domestic producers 
have shrunk the potential market, said Walt 
Casey, a spokesman for agribusiness giant Con- 
agra Inc. In Omaha, Neb. 

Nevertheless, Casey said, "The key thing for us 
is that a weaker dollar Is likely to make U.S. 
agricultural products more competitive in world 
markets over time.” , ' 

- United Technologies Corp.-ot.Hartfonl, Conn., 
has seen mixed results from the dollar's drop, 
spokesman Rick Whltmyre said. "Most of our 
products are big-ticket items that require long 
lead, times,, so fluctuations In. currency don’t' 
have much impact." 

One winner has been the company's Otis unit, 
which makes elevators and escalators and does 
two-thirds of Its business outside the United 
States. Because of the benefits of translating' 
local currencies Into the dollar, “Each time the 
dollar drops 10 percent, Otis Increases revenue 
TmtlprofOyTOU^lytlJBrcem,” Whltmyre saldr- - 

Companies ^at^ mpor H products from 
overseas, suctr^rretailcrs and consumer elec- 
tronics merchandisers, can be hurt rather than 
helped by the dpllar’s fall.

Interest deduction crackdown moves in different directions 


As the new year began, it brought with It 
‘the dreaded (or heralded) new taxJaw. 

One illustration in effect right now Is the 
crackdown on interest deductions. 

With the assistance of Eli J. Warach, chief 
consulting editor of Prentice Kail Informa- - 
- tion Services, I'm highlighting some of the 
different directions that this “dollar coster” 
takes. ’ . 

Consumer interest (credit cards, car 
financing, etc.) dcductlons’have been just 
about taken out of the ball game. 

Until this year, a taxpayer could deduct 
Investment interest expense up to the 
amount of the net investment Income plus: . 
$10,000. Consumer interest, on the other 
'^NJ^nd, was completely deductible, with no 
ceiling. The new law, starting this year, 
turns these provisions upside down. 

•v Consumer Interest is no longer deductible 
\ — period. Investment interest expense, 
however. Is still deductible to the extent of 
investment income, but the $10,000 excess' 
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investment interest deduction is gone. Thus, 
If a taxpayer has $is,000 of Investment in- 
come. up to $15,000 of Investment interest is 
completely deductible. On'the other hand, if 
a taxpayer has $15,000 of consumer or per- 
sonal interest, it Is not deductible at all (ex- 
cept for the phaseout of the deductions) . 

The deduction Is phased out as follows: 35 
percent in 1987, 60 percent in 1988, 80 percent 
In 1989, 90 percent In 1990, 100 percent after 
that. 


• Consider 1967 where the disallowance is 35 
percent. For example*, it Mike had $10,000 in 
Interest expenses In 1986, he could deduct 
thcentire$10.4X)0onthc’8Ctaxreturnhe > 
fifes in 1987. In 1987. assuming Mike has the 
same interest expenses, he can deduct only 
$6,500. He loses $3,500 in deductions. 

Businesses, 'whether (hey are giant cor- 
porations or mom-and-pop operations, can 
deduct — in full — interest expenses Incur- 
red in a trade or business. But there are 
varia tions here, too. 

Ellen is a'saicspcrsdh for Houston Co. She 
travels on business, uses her own carand is 
reimbursed by Houston for expenses. Ellen 
flnanccs.hcr car. Since interest crackdowns 
do not apply lo trade or business expenses, . 
won’t Ellen get the full Interest deduction? 
No. Here’s why: 

The.ncw law, while allowing full Interest 
deductions in connection with a trade or 
business, goes on to say "other than the 
trade or business of performing services as 


an employee." So employees don’t gellhat 
special break. 

College loans don’t get special treatment 
— and that con really hurt. 

As an example, the Hesses have two 
children in college who have tuition loans. 
Starting in 1987, the interest on these loans 
will not be fully deductible and by 1991 will - 
be completely non-deductible. If the parents 
themselve.s borrow the money to pay the col- 
lege expenses, the interest slUl comes under 
the "no-deduction” rules. 

New tax technique: Mr. and Mrs. Hesse 
can use the equity In their home to borrow 
the money to take care of both college and 
medical expenses. 

While mortgage Interest remains deducti- 
ble, there arc Intricacies. For amounts bor- 
rowed after Aug. 16, 1986, the amount bor- 
rowed cannot be greater than the home’s • 
basis — that Is, the purchase price plus the 
cost of Improvements. On mortgages 
entered into on or before Aug. 16, 1986, you 
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can deduct the full Interest on the mortgage 
, — up to the fair market value of the home. 

In general, these loans must be secured by 
mortgages or. similar Instruments. 

The parents can deduct interest In full on 
a loan greater than the residence basis (up 
to the fair market value of the property) if 
the extra money Is used for educational pur* 
poses (including room and board) or medical 
expenses. However, this works only If the 
. money Is used for someone who Is a depeh- . 
dent. 

Oneoftherealtwistsoftbisnewlawls * 

that a renter will not be able to deduct the ^ 
'Interest on a loan to send a chilcHo college : ; 
.or to pay a malor medlcalexpense. These * 

are considered "personal" or “consumer'’. -

Dollar’s fall having slight effect so far 


NEW YORK (AP) — Companies from General 
Electric Co. to Ford Motor Co.. agreed with the 
Reagan administration Wednesday that the 
dollar’s fall has had disappointingly llUIe effect 
on the notion's huge trade deficit. 

The lag between the dollar’s decline and im- 
provement in the trade gap "has proven to be 
much longer Uian originally anticipated," the 
Reagan administration said in a supplement to 
its proposed federal budget. 

, “It’s obviously true." said John Deaver, chief 
economist for Ford in Dearborn, Mich. "The In- 
creased (sales) volume we had last year was 
froni the strength of the market, and not 
because we were toklng any sales away from the 
i foreign retailers."' . ' ■ 

"Wor)d..competltlon is affected by a lot more 
I than Just the dollar," said Jack Batty, a 
spokesman at the Fairfield, Conn., headquarters 
; of GE. which Is one of the nation’s top exporters. 
"We have not seen across-the-board Improve- 
ments."- ■ . 

The cheaper dollar is supposed to shrln)< the 
trade (felicit and bring back jobs to (he United 
States by making .American goods more com- 
petitive at home and injorcign markets. But 
even though the dollar has dropped sharply 
against foreign currencies since peaking in Feb- 


ruary 1885, the trade deficit soared last year to a 
record of more than $170 billion.' 

' The cheaper dollar’s benefits should beglb to 
become apparent this year, the Reagan ad- 
ministration says. That is "the main factor argu- 
ing for a pickup in real GNP (gross national pro- 
duct) growth in 1987-88," the budget document 
said. 

The document said prices (or imports, ex- 
cluding oil, rose 10.2 percent between September 
1985 and_September 1986, while prices for U.S. 
exports fell 1.5 percent. That should eventually 
slow growth In imports and increase exports, the 
administration said. 

. So far. the biggest winners from the cheap 
dollar have been American producers of chemi- 
cals, paper, aluminum and other commodities 
that are highly sensitive to price changes. 'said 
Jerry Jasinowskl, chief economist of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers In 
W ashington. • • ■ 

The Improvement Is most notable in trade with 
Western Europe, Jasinowskl said. "Gains have 
been slower with Japan because of trade ba^ 
rlers,"he5ald. ' ■ O 

Farmers have not benefited as much as ex- 
pected from 'the cheaper- dollar because a 
worldwide glut of agricultural commodities and 


countries' protection of their domestic producers 
have shrunk the potenUai market, said Walt 
Casey, a spokesman (or agribusiness giant Con- 
agra Inc. In Omaha, Neb. 

Nevertheless, Casey said, "The key thing for us 
Is that a weaker dollar Is likely to make U.S. 
agricultural products more com^titive In world 
marketsoverllme." ■ * , ' 

United Technologies Corp. of Hartford, Conn., 
has seen mixed results from the dollar’s drop, 
spokesman Rick Whitmyre said. "Most of our

'azed Bakke, 
though. Being "so 
modest,” as 

Laramie described, 
Bakke rarely lets' 
the adulation go to her head. Com- 
paring herself tO' her opponents 
makes her uncomfortable but ad- 
mits, "I’m as good as they are." ' 

And despite scoring her personal 
best agalnt Camas, the Mushers are 
the team that aIwoy3-"give us the 
most trouble," she said.
